A Minority Protest Raising the Ques- 
tion of Treaty Rights.

WASHINGTON, (D. C.,) Aug. 5.—[By |- 


the Associated Press.] Representative 
Morrow of California, from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs to-day re- 
ported to the House his bill to absolute- 
ly prohibit the coming of Chinese per- 
sons into the United States, whether 
subjects of the Chinese Empire or 
otherwise. The bill proposes to exclude 
Chinese, even those who may hereafter 
leave the United States and attempt 
to return, excepting diplomatic and 
consular officers and commercial agents 
and the coming of Chinese to the United 
States for transit is expressly prohib- 
ited. A fine of #500 for each Chinese 
brought into the United States is pro- 
vided for the punishment of vessel- 
masters bringing them, and the vessels 
are to be subject to forfeiture. Pro- 
vision is also made for the punishment 
of persons aiding Chinese to enter the 
United States by land or otherwise, 
and for the removal of Chinese found 
unlawfully in the country. 

It is further provided that Chinese 
shall not be admitted to citizenship and 
conflicting treaty provisions shall be 
abrogated. 

In its report the committee, after 
reviewing the history of the 
past legislation says: The act of 
1882 had not long been in force 
when it was discovered that systematic 
effort was being made to evade its 
terms of exclusion and in 1883 there 


8014 Chinese, including a large class 
who were without certificates, but 
claimed that they were in the country 
at the date of the last treaty. These 
were permitted to land under writs of 
habeas corpus issued by the courts. 
The act of October 1, 1888 provided 
against the return of laborers, but did 
not provide against the coming of Chi- 
nese laborers who were never in the 
United States. This bill now under 
consideration proposes a settlement of 
that question. It makes the exclusion 
permanent and thoroughly effective.“

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]

Valparaiso, Aug. 5.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.]!

EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 


Declared Unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court. 

City Attorney McFarland yesterday 
received notice that the Supreme Court 
had decided the eight-hour ordinance 
unconstitutjonal. The ordinance makes 


it a misdemeanor for any contractor on |’ 


public improvements to work his men 
more than eight hours per day, and a 
clause to that effect is inserted in all 


contracts. The matter was brought to. 


an issue, some months ago, by the ar- 
rest of Kuback, who had the contract for 
One of the new school buildings. He 
was found guilty before the justice’s 
court, and fined $15. He took an appeal 
to the Superior Court, where the case 
was ed at some length by CityAttor- 
ney M’Farland, whose brief was printed 
at that time, and he was sustained by 

the Superior Court. An appeal was 
then taken to the Supreme Court, where 
the case has since been pending. 

The following is the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court, as received yesterday : 

It is claimed in support of the petition 
that this ordinance was unconstitutional 
and void.

ory upon which the city could be justi- | = 
fied in making it a misdemeanor for one 
of its citizens to contract with another 
ſor services to be rendered because the 
contract is that he shall work more than 
a limited number of hours perday. Mr. 
Cooley in his work on Constitutional 
Limitations says: 

“The general rule undoubtedly is that 

any person is at jberty to pursue any 
lawful calling and to do so in his own 
way not ercroachin3 upon the rights of 
others. This ger eneral right cannot be 
taken awa t is not competent there- 
fore to for id any person or class of per- 
sons, whether citizens or resident aliens, 
offering their services in lawful business 
or to subject others to penalties for em- 
ploying them. But here, as appears 
elsewhere, it is proper to recognize dis- 
tinctions that arise in the nature of 
things, and under some circumstances 
to inhibit employments to some one class 
by leaving them open to others. Some 
employments, for example, may be ad- 
missible for males and improper for fe- 
males, and regulations recognizing the 
— and forbidding women én- 
gaging in : em would be open to no rea- 
sonable objection. The same is true of 
young children whose employment in 
mines and manufactories is commonly 
and ought always to be regulated. And 
some employments in which integrity 
is of vital importance it may be proper 
te treat as privileges merely, and to re- 
fuse the license to pursue them to any 
who are not reputable.“ 

For these reasons we hold the ordinance 
so far as it attempts to create a criminal 
offense to be void and that the petitioner 
should be discharged.

WHO 1S THE THIEF? 


California Loan and Trust 
Company Robbed. 


Very Valuable Diamonds taken 
from the Safe. 


No Clue at all to the Robbers. 


Some Peculiar Circumstances—The De- 
tails of an Interesting Case. 


The most mysterious burglary which 
has been known in this city for a long 
time is now being investigated by a de- 
tective agency. The work is one which 
would nonplus the keenest old elenth in 
the business. The details, as gathered 
froma friend of one of the parties inter- 
ested, are as follows: 

The California Loan and Trust compa- 
ny has an office in the Phillips block on 
Spring street. Sometime ago Mrs. Ger- 
trude Croft, who resides at 201 north Si- 
chel street, through her attorney, con- 


ducted some negotiations with the com- 


pany, and left in its charge a diamond 


breastpin and ring, and a watch and 
bracelet, on which she borrowed $125. 
Mr. T. J. Carran, the well known attor- 
ney, also had some business transactions 
with the company on the part of a cli- 
ent, a woman who desired to have her 
business conducted without appearing 
in it herself; as a result he placed on de- 
posit with the company a pair of diam- 
ond earrings on which the loan of five 
hundred dollars was made. 


All these valuables were deposited in 


the Company’s safe, which is protected 
by two combination locks; the one on 
the outer door being opened by means 
of a combination of figures, and that on 
the inside door being based on letters. 
These combinations were known to four 
members of the Company, W. M. Shel- 
don its president; his brother, M. N. 
Avery, the secretary, and Mr. Baker. 


On the evening of July 19th, at the 


closeof business, the safe was locked, 
and the jewels were known to be inside 
of it. On Sunday one of the firm was 
at the office and is positive that the safe 


was allright then. Ou Monday when 
the doors were unlocked, the jewels, ex- 
cepting the watch and bracelet belong- 
ing to Mrs. Croft, were gone. The saſe 
was not broken nor did the locks show 
evidence of being tampered with. 

The Company at once enlisted the aid 
of detectives to unravel the mystery, 
but so far there has been no resulting 
clue. The only explanation that sug- 
gests itself is that the pac were ab- 
stracted some time on Saturday by some 
visitor to the office a short time before 
the close of business.

Col Homer B. Sprague spoke at 11 
a. m., in the amphitheatre, on Milton. 
Col. Sprague is president of the Uni- 
versity of North ota, and has now a 
reputation both as teacher aud lecturer.
